For verily | say unto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall 
believe that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith. 

“Therefore | say unto you, What 
thing soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them.” 

May I call attention to some

Sage on prayer. 


|. Faith Will Get Things For Us 
Like It Did For Jesus. 


If you read the preceding verses 
you will see how Jesus, on the 
road into Jerusalem, cursed a fig 
tree. There, even as they returned, 
the disciples found it withered, 
and Peter, in astonishment, called 
the Master’s attention. The next 
verses say that, “Jesus answering 
saith unto them, Have faith in 
God. For verily. .. .,” etc. Jesus 
clearly meant teach that direct 
answers to prayer, even affecting 
this physical world, like the wither- 
ing of a fig tree, could be had by 
His disciples, if they had faith in 
God 


A Christian is identified with 


Christ in so many ways that it is 
not strdmge if He promises us the 
same kinds of blessings in answer 


Jesus told the twelve, in John -14:- 
12, “The works that I-do shall he 
do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father.” After His resur- 
rection He breathed upon the dis- 
ciples the Holy Spirit, as He had 
promised, and then said, “As my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you” (John 20:21). And in the 
matter of prayer, in John 16:24, 
He told the twelve, “Hitherto have 
ye asked nothing in my name: ask, 
and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be full.” Jesus wants us to 
be like Him, our teachings to be 
like His teachings, and the marvel- 
ous power of God He wants re- 
vealed in our lives. Let us admit 
that He was perfect and we are 
not, that He is very God and we 
are not, that He was sinless and 
guileless and stainless and that ev- 
ery one of us are tainted with sin 
and possessed of a carnal nature, 
as well as a spiritual nature. Yet 
these promises are clearly true, and 
in porportion as we have faith in 
God” we can do the works of 
Christ and have reveaied in us the 
power of Christ. Remember that 
Paul said he had suffered the loss 
of all things “That I may know 
him, and the power of his resur- 
rection, and the fellowship of his 
sufferings, being made conformable 
unto his death” (Phil. 3:10).

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SOUTHERN BAPTIST MODERNIS 


(Continued From Previous Issue) 


“We are beginning to see that the Christian church is 
not the offshoot of the Jewish church, but a new creation.” 
What does he mean? Does. he mean that Baptists anywhere 
practice circumcision, or offer sacrifices? No, no! He means 
that many Baptists, in common with Bible believing Chris- 
tians everywhere, hold that the blood in the Old Testament 
points to the blood of Christ in the New. He wants Baptists 
not to believe in the divine inspiration of the Old Testament 
with its many fingers pointing to a divine, virgin born Sav- 
iour whose death could atene for man’s sins. That is the 
reason he boasts that many are beginning to see “that Bap- 
tist preachers are not successors of priests, but sons of 
prophets.” He does not want Baptists to believe in bloody 


offerings for sin nor a high priest who would typify a super- 


natural Saviour. 


“We are beginning to see . .. . that the ceremonials and 
sacrifices ‘which could never take away sins’ are not the 
moulds into which our theologies should be cast,” he says. 
There he “lets the cat out of the bag.’ The real reason 
modernists attack the Old Testament is that it is the mould 
for the theology of the New. Dr. Phillips and his endorsers 
of whom he is the spokesman do not want us to mould our 
theology after the Old Testament, as we must if it is the 
Word of God. If we cast our theology in the mould of the 
Old Testament sacrifices, then Jesus must be the Lamb of 
God literally slain as an atonement for man’s sins. Modern- 
ists do not believe that. Jesus must be our divine high 
priest, not only man, but God, if we mould our theology 
after the pattern of the ceremonial law. The modernist 
would not have us believe the Old Testament, lest believing 
Jonah was three days and three nights in the whale’s belly, 
and then came forth alive, we should believe that Jesus ful- 
filled the sign of the prophet Jonah as He promised, (Matt. 
12:40) and came forth bodily, alive from the dead! 


It was for this reason, then that this blasphemer be- 
gan with an attack on the priesthood, sacrifices and author- 
ity of the Old Testament 


BIBLE SAYS OLD TESTAMENT THEOLOGY PATTERN 
FOR THE NEW 


But the entire ninth chapter of Hebrews, with many 
other scriptures declares that the ordinances of divine wor- 
ship, with tabernacle, altar, priesthood and sacrifices, were 
of God and were true pictures of heavenly things. Verses 
18 to 28 clearly show that our theology must be based on 
the sacrifices and ceremonies of the Old Testament. The 
blood of bulls and of goats did not take away sin, but it 
surely pointed to a sacrifice that does take away sinh. Read 
it prayerfully,.and see the enormity of the sin of Southern 
Baptist leaders in endorsing such doctrine, by hearing such 
: man without protest, and electing him afterward to high 

onor. 

“Whereupon neither the first testament was dedicated with- 
out blood. 

For when Moses had spoken every precept to all the people 
according to the law, he took the blood of calves and of goats, 
with water, and scarlet wool, and hysop, and sprinkled both the 
book, and all the people, 

Saying, This is the blood of the testament which God hath 
enjoined unto you. 

Moreover he sprinkled with blood both the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels of the ministry. 

And almost all things are by the law purged with blood; and 
without shedding of blood is no remission. 

lt was therefore- necessary that the patterns of things in the 
heavens should be purified. with these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices than these. 

For Christ is not entered into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true; but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of God for us: 

Nor yet that he should offer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy place every year with blood of 
others; | 

For then must he often have suffered since the foundation 
of the world: but now once in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: 

So Christ was once affered to bear the sins of many; and 
unto them that look for him shall Me appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation." (Heb. 9:18-28). 


The passover feast, with its slain Lamb and its feast 
of unleavened bread, are certainly intended to mould our 
theology, for I Corinthians 5:7, 8 says: 


"Purge out therefore the old leaven, that ye may be a new 


lump, as ye are unleavened. For even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us: 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Therefore let us keep the feast, not with old leaven, neither 
with the leaven of malice and wickedness; but with the unleav- 
ened bread of sincerity and truth.” | 


Only by attacking the validity of both the Old and the 
New Testament, could such a modernist do away with the 
doctrine of redemption by blood and a supernatural regen- 
eration. With this end in view, every fundamental of the 
Christian faith was attacked before the Southern Baptist 
Convention, May 13, 1931, by their own elected spokesman, 
and the following year he was elected to high office. 


DENIES JUSTIFICATION BY FAITH 


“God is strictly truthful and will not pronounce us 
righteous until we really are,” said Dr. Phillips. Have some 
been saying that God is a liar? To the ignorant, it might 
seem that God is being defended by this unbeliever in the 
blood. But such is not the case. Really, what he means to 
say in subtle words, is that God will not count a poor sin- 
ner righteous, who claims the merits of Christ’s atoning 
blood. He means that Christ’s righteousness is not reck- 
oned to the sinner. But the Bible, which Dr. Phillips does 
not believe, plainly says that God does pronounce the sin- 
ner righteous, or justifies him, when he trusts in the shed 
blood of Christ. His faith is counted for righteousness. 
Read the following Scriptures and see that this modernism 
of the Southern Baptist leaders denies the plain teaching of 
God on the plan of salvation. He would do’ away wholly 
with any need for a supernatural crucified Saviour, atoning 
for man’s sins. 


"But now the righteousness of God without the law is mani- 
fested, being witnessed by the law and the prophets; 

Even the righteousness of God which is by faith of Jesus 
Christ unto all”and upon all them that believe: for there is no 
difference: 

For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God; 

Being justified freely by his grace through the redemption 

that is in Christ Jesus." (Rom. 3:21-24). 

"For what saith the scripture? Abraham believed God, and 
it was counted unto him for righteousness. 

Now to him that worketh is the reward not reckoned of 
grace, but of debt. 

But to him that worketh not, but believeth ‘on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for righteousness. 

Even as David also describeth the blessedness of the man, 
unto whom God imputeth righteousness without works, 

Saying, Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven, and 
whose sins are covered. 

Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not impute sin."

shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to pass; 
he shall have whatsoever he saith.” 


This wonderful verse starts off 
with WHOSOEVER and ends up 
with WHATSOEVER. According 
to this plain statement from the 
mouth of our Saviour, whosoever 
can ask.for whatsoever and get it, 
if he has faith in God. This verse 
cannot mean simplv the twelve 
apostles, though the words were 
addressed first of all in their hear- 
ing. Jesus did not mean this prom- 
ise simply for the days of the 
apostles nor unti: the New Testa- 
ment should be written. Men have 
a wicked, natural tendency, in their 
unbelief, to say that the promises 
of God are out of date, or to divide 
God’s works into dispensations so 
that we need not expect His 
wonders to be seen in this genera- 
tion. It is a device of the Devil. 
It is the spirit of modernism. The 
first step Satan would have us 
take is that the Bible is not all 
good for today. Then the second 
step he will urge upon us is to 
deny that it was ever what it 
claims to be, the infallible Word 
of God. The Devil wants us to 
say that God does not do wonders, 
marvels, and miracles in answer 
to prayer today, and a little later 
he will want us to say that God 
never did do those things. In this 
Scripture, Mark 11:23, the promise 
of Jesus is to “whosoever.”’ 

Do not limit God’s “‘whosoevers.”’

Those of us who believe that the priesthood of the Old 
Testament was divinely given and that the sacrifices were 
typical pictures of the atonement by Christ’s blood shed on 
the cross, he charges “may be satisfied by adding numbers 
to our church and dollars to its treasury.” It is a vicious 
charge, for certainly fundamentalists, those who believe in 
the blood redemption and regeneration of sinners, are more 
likely to insist on a change of heart and a spiritual religion 
than modernists and infidels who scoff at the blood. But 
that statement was intended to help you swallow the rest 
of the sentence. Modernists want the “personal and social 
righteousness of the sermon on the Mount” they say, “mak- 
ing our Lord’s sacrifice the incentive to this righteousness 


They want you to follow the injunction, “Be ye therefore 
perfect” in the Sermon on the Mount, (Matt. 5:48), which 
is law, not grace, and the death of Christ must be just as 
an example, not as a substitute. Certainly all Christians 
should long to follow the example of Jesus, in many things, 
but His death on the cross was not meant to be just an ex- 
ample, an incentive to us to go and die as He did. He died as 
my substitute, took my place. His death is the substitute 
for the righteousness which God demands and I do not have. 
That is the plain statement of many Scriptures, and on that 
teaching of the Word of God, I have risked my soul’s des- 
tiny. No other plan of salvation would do me any good, 
sinner that I am, as are all of Adam’s race, but a plan that 
allowed another to take my place, suffer for my sin, and 
redeem me to God. That is what Jesus did. Read these 
Scriptures, and refresh your mind, and rejoice your heart 
in such a wonderful salvation.

so it means me. In the other, He 
spoke to his apostles, but He said 
“whosoever,” so it also means me. 
Praise God that His promises are 
Yea and Amen. In the matter of 
answering prayer, there are no dis- 
pensations and God does not 
change. 


3. The Promise Is For "Whatso- 
ever.’ 


The Bible is full of strong lang- 
uage. For instance, go thnough the 
ord chapter of Romans and under- 
line God's “all’s and God's 
“none’’s. How dogmatic, positive, 
explicit, how all inclusive are the 
authoritative statements of God’s 
Word, 

I am told that in London, a 
preacher, with only a minute or 
two to catch a train, was asked 
by a lost sinner how to be saved. 
The sinner was_willing to read the 
Bible, pray, or do anything else, 
but he did not understand how 
to be saved. The preacher immedi- 
ately told him, “Turn to Isaiah 
53:6. The verse begins with one 
all and ends with another all. Go 
in the first all and come out the 
second and you will come out 
saved!”’ The sinner returned home 
and read, 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.” There it is. All have sinned 
and the sins of all alike have been 
laid on Jesus. The sinner saw it, 
admitted his sin in the first all 
and trusted in the atonement of 
the second all, and he was saved. 
Praise God for His “all’’s, His 
“whosoever’s and His “whatso- 
ever’’s. 

So in Mark 11:23 the Saviour 
promised that the child of God who 
should believe in his heart, with- 
out doubting when he prayed, 
should have “WHATSOEVER he 
saith.” And then verse 24 says, 

“Therefore I say unto you, 
WHAT THINGS SOEVER ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” 

We are to pray, then, for what- 
soever we desire. Jesus said just 
what He meant and He meant just 
what He said. If it is the removal 
of a literal mountain we desire, 
then we should ask for it. If God 
gives the faith to believe it and 
not to doubt, then God will remove 
the mountain. If it is the removal 
of some figurative mountain that 
we desire, then if we have faith 
and do not doubt, God will give 
us whatsoever we say. This is the 
promise of Jesus. In view of these 
things, Jesus commanded His dis- 
ciples, “Have faith in God.” Just 
as there was no restriction on who 
should pray, so there is no restric- 
tion on what we should pray for. 
Whosoever can pray for whatso- 
ever he desires and get it, if he be- 
lieves and does not doubt in his 
heart, said Jesus. Dear friend, do 
mot explain this away but believe 
it. 

I know there are hinderances to 
faith. I know that sometimes God 
will not give faith, for instance, 
when we ask for things contrary 
to the will of God. But I know 
that in many cases we could have 
faith and it is sinful wickedness 
on our part not to believe God. 
Concerning the things which God 
is willing to give, and concerning 
things about which He has prom- 
ised us, we ought to believe God. 
When we do not believe Him, we 
make Him a liar (I John 1:10). 
“But without faith it is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). 

Once I preached on prayer in a 
great revival in Sherman, Texas, 
and a man in the audience took 
exception to my definite, positive 
teaching that God does answer 
prayer for definite things, natural 
or Spiritual, temporal as well as 
eternal, and that a child of God 
should ask, “What things ye desire 
when ye pray.” This man protest- 
ed, “Brother Rice, I think you have 
overdrawn this matter of prayer. 
You talk like a man can pray for 
a barrel of pickles and get it!” 
I responded, that if I needed a 
barrel of pickles that was exactly 
what I would do, I would pray 
for it. God has given me many 
things harder than a barrel of 
pickles, and just as literal. 

May the dear Lord teach us to 


ee 
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pray for whatsoever we desire. 


4. Pray For Definite Objects To 
Come At Definite Times. 


When Jesus said, “this mourtain 
— Be thou removed,” He indicated 
that Christians ought to pray for 
definite objects. Again, when He 
said in Mark 11:24, “What things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and 
ye shall have them,” He certainly 
meant for us to pray definitely. 


When a neighbor says, “Come to 
see me sometime,” and we say, 
“All right, I will, you come to see 
me,” neither of us means it very 
much. Christians tell lots of lies 
about such matters. That is not 
definite enough to be very sincere 
and all of us know it. When a 
neighbor says, “Come to see me 
sometime,” we know he does not 
expect us to come today, possibly 
never, and when we return the 
same kind of invitation; we merely 
mean to be polite, not hospitable. 
But if a neighbor says, “Go home 
with me today for dinner. We will 
have chicken and hot biscuits and 
spinach and pineapple sherbet!” 
then I would know he meant it and 
I would go, if possible, for I like 
all those good things. 

When we pray, “Lord, save my 
boy sometime before it is too late,” 
that is a very indefinite prayer that 
does not require an answer. There 
is no urgency, no definiteness about

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it. We really do not expect an 
answer and God is under no obli- 


gation to give it~ But when we 


reach the point of compassion and 
concern where we cannot eat or 
sleep because some loved one is 
in rebellion against God, con- 
demned and Hell-bound, in con- 
stant danger of the fires of tor- 
ment, then we do not say to God, 
“sometime” but we say, “Lord, 
now now!” Be definite when you 
pray. “What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that ye 


of the Association was very fine, 
yet the business session that I at- 
tended grieved my soul. Most of 
the afternoon was spent in argu- 
ment on two questions that seemed 
to me of relatively no great im- 
portance. Should they reprimand 
the Executive Board (or should 
it be called a committee as some 
argued), or should they not vote 
to reprimand these good men? 


Everybody must be heard on the 
subject either on a point of order 
or a point of personal privilege 
or to attack someone or to defend 
someone. One good man arose 
from the front seat, and when 
granted the privilege to speak, said, 
“Mr. Chairman, I have to go, but 
I want this body to know I believe 
we would have done better if we 
had spent this time preaching the 
gospel and in prayer.’ Then he 
took his hat and coat and left. 
Multitudes of others felt the same 
way. 

These are good and kindly men, 
but they, in the meeting of their 
Association, are the victims of a 
System. On the one hand, they 
must, like the Convention breth- 
ren, have a school, have a head- 
quarters, have a denominational 
paper and a denominational pro- 
gram. On the other hand, they 
will not submit to a well ordered 
program, dictated by a very few, 
without the right of free speech. 
The result is chaos. Our B. M. A. 
brethren should either go back to 
the practice of New Testament 


| churches when they had no denom- 


inational headquarters, no denomi- 
national institutions and no denom- 
inational program, or if they must 
have these unscriptural arrange- 
ments, like all modern denomina- 
tions, then they must be content 
to be dominated by a few who do 
the work and run the program 
without an everlasting quarrel. If 
you are to have a Roman Catholic 
Church, you must have a pope. 
You can’t have an unscriptural, 
denominational machine, without 
having some bosses to run the ma- 
chine, 


Although the Association be- 
lieves that the Convention is its 
bitterest foe, it must have a col- 
lege like the Convention has, an 
Executive Board or committee like 
that of the Convention, and a. con- 
stant struggle for .uw.e preéminence 
by certain individuals just as is 
the case in the Texas Baptist Con- 
vention. I believe that Brother 
Harper stated the opinion of the 
majority of those present when 
some were wanting to “spank” the 
Executive Committee, when he 
said, “I am afraid the Lord will 
spank all of us for this if we don’t 
watch out.” 


How wonderful it would be if 
these churches, some 600 of them 
in Texas, nominally aligned with 
the Baptist Missionary Asociation, 
would simply discard this unscrip- 
tural machinery, headquarters, pro- 
gram and school and go back to 
the New Testament method of ev- 
ery local congregation carrying on 
the gospel work of soul winning, 
Bible teaching, and beaontizing in 
the powgr of the Holy Spirit with 
ino org tion outside the local 
church. That was God’s plan in 
New Testament times, as no one 
can deny. There were no denomi- 
national colleges. There were no 
Executive Boards to carry on the 
work of the churches, no Mission- 
ary Boards nor Sunday School 
committees to direct the work of 
the churches nor their iiterature. 
If churches in Bible times needed 
none of these, then churches today 
do not need them either. The Fun- 
damentalist Baptist Church in Oak 
Cliff has such joy in its independ- 
ance, that we wish all others could 
join in the same freedom. They 
could have just as much f -llowship 
with other Christians and could 
meet to pray instead of argue, or 
to have revivals instead of debates. 
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receive them, and ye shall have 
then.” 


God Answered While We Prayed 


I have said that on Thursday, 
November 7th, I discussed this pas- 
sage of Scripture, Mark 11:22-24, 
before people from many states, 
in the Bible School at the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Tabernacle in 
Dalias. At the close of the mes- 
sage, I was so much affected by 
the force of the Scriptures them- 
selves that I felt impelled it would 
be sinful and wicked to close such 
a message without putting in prac- 
tice what the Saviour there com- 
manded. I take my preaching to 
heart; how often I wish others 
listened as carefully as I do to my 
own preaching! I felt a need to put 
God to a test in a definite prayer 
so that all would know whether 
it was answered or not. 

There came to mind a young 
married man, twenty-five years 
old, unsaved and sick with T.B. 
The same week his mother had 
called me by telephone and asked 
me to pray for her unsaved son 
that he might be saved, and if it 
be God’s will, healed. I told that 
crowd of the mother’s request and 
then suggested that we unite to- 
gether in prayer just then, that 
God would save the young man 
that very Thursday afternoon. We 
agreed and then fervently prayed 
and were dismissed. 

I felt impelled I must go to see 
him. It would be wrong to pray 
if I were not willing to be used 
to win him, unless God had some 
other way. I took my brand new 
Bible in which I had never read 
a verse of Scripture, and planned, 
if possible, to win the first soul 
with it that day. At the door,two 
young preachers from Iowa, Rev. 
Harold Day and Rev. Willis Lep- 
per, asked if they might go with 
me. We went immediately to an 


apartment on West Jefferson St. |: 


The family received us cordially. 
The young man was brought into 
the room, willing and glad to talk 
to me. 

I said, “Are you a Christian?” 

He said, “Well—-I never have 
joined a church.” 

“But,” I said, “That isn’t what 
I mean. You are a sinner and 
Christ died for sinners. What you 
need is to be born again and have 
your heart changed.” I turned and 
read to him John 3:16, the first 
verse read in my new Bible. “Now, 
I said, “Have you ever trusted 
Jesus like that and had your heart

changed ?” 
“Yes,” he said, “I believe I 
have.” 
“When did you do that?” I 
asked in some anxiety. 


“About twenty minutes ago,” he 
said, “ ‘Mother Moore’ was here to 
see me. She left just before you 
came. She read and prayed with 
me and I trusted Christ the best 
I knew how and I believe He saved 

“Well, praise the Lord,” I said, 
“Then you were saved just while 
We were down praying for you to 
be saved!” 


“Mother Moore” is well known 
in Dallas as a good woman who 
loves sinners and spends her time 
winning them and giving out the 
gospel. She is not a member of my 
church. I did not know that she 
intended going to see this lost man, 
in fact, I had not seen her for 
months. I am certain that she did 
not know that at the Bible School 
we were praying for him. And yet, 
while we prayed, as well as we 
could figure, probably while we 
were in the very act of prayer, 
this young man trusted Christ as 
we claimed the promise of Mark 
11:22-24! 

My beloved Christians, let us 
pray, for God answers prayer. Let 
WHOSOEVER reads this ask for 
WHATSOEVER he desires when 
he prays, “and have faith in God.”
